30 This bill relates to the classifications of second deputy
31 sheriffs in certain counties. _ o
32 The bill establishes three deputy sheriffs_positions
33 classified as second deputy sheriffs in counties with a
34 population of more than 150,000 but not more than 200,000.
35 Under_the bill and in current law, second deputy sheriff )
positions are exempt from classified civil service coverage in
Code chapter 341A.

Currently, counties with a population of more than 100,000
but not more than 200,000 have two sheriff positions
classified as second deputy sheriffs.

The bill may include a state mandate as defined in Code
section 25B.3. The bill makes inapplicable Code section
25B.2, subsection 3, which would relieve a political
subdivision from complying with a state mandate if funding for
10 the cost of the state mandate is not provided or specified.

11 Therefore, political subdivisions are required to comply with
12 any state mandate included in the bill.
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
